4. Those found in circumstances of manifest 
danger of falling Into habits of vice and immor­ 
ality. 
5 These who have committed any offense pun­ 
chable by Ane or imprisonment, or both, other 
than imprisonment for lite. 
The capacity of the building in which 
the school is held, is about one hundred, 
aud the managers state that any greater 
number would 
necessitate 
unhealthy 
crowding. 
The present number in the 
school is seventy-one, and the number is 
gradually increasing. The report also says 
that ^before the Legislature of 1881, there 
Will be no room to receive any more except 
through the dismissal of these who ought 
to

longer under 
the 
care 
of the school. This subject should receive 
some earnest attention from the Legislature

A VERY BAD PRECEDENT, 
Last winter the trustees of the Wiscon­ 
sin Hospital for the Insane asked tor an 
appropriation of several thousand dollars 
tor the erection of an additional building 
thereto, and the Legislature, alter giving 
the matter some investigation and discus­ 
sion, very wisely refused to grant the 
amount asked for. If we understand the 
grounds on which the appropriation was 
refused, they were that an additional 
building was not needed, that there was 
ample room, and more too, for all the in­ 
mates of that institution. But the trustees 
of the State Hospital, however, were not 
to 
be 
defeated 
in 
their 
scheme 
to 
pile 
up 
more 
buildings, 
sad accordingly without warrant they 
went to work and expended more .than 
$20,000 of the surplus funds of the Hoe- 
>ital in erecting the banding. 
By this 
unwarrantable proceeding, the State is 
ruu into debt to the amount of $10,000, and 
the trustees, with Garcelon'a native cheek, 
ask that the Legislature shall pay the debt! 
t is to be hoped that every member of the 
Legislature, will have the maohoii to 
stamp the proceedings with his disapproba­ 
tion. Such conduct on the part of the 
trustees of the Slate Hospital should be heid 
up for public reprobation, and it is a good 
time for the Legislature to place the seal 
of condemnation upon it 
The trustees of the State Hospital will, 
of course, offer an excuse for violating the 
law and tramping nuder foot the opinion 
of the Legislature. They will try and make 
it appear that the building was needed, that 
it could be built cheap, that it was danger­ 
ous to wait until this winter, and all that. 
Toey should make an honest confession and 
say that if they waited till the Legislature 
lawfully appropriated the $20,000, or what* 
ever sum was needeJ, they would not have 
hod an opportunity to add additional 
walls to the State Hospital. It is possible 
the building was necessary. 
There may 
be a demand for a twenty thousand dollar 
addition, and all that, but tne trustees knew 
very well they were bidding defiance to 
the Legislature, and takiog a step tor 
which they had no authority in law. Every 
man of enlightened judgment and who has 
any regard for law, will at once confess 
that the trustees had no right to anticipate 
the approval of the Legislature of that sort 
of proceeding. The trustees of the State
